USTIFY THE MILITARY 
TO HANDLE RIOTERS. 


West Virginia Guardsmen Teil Facts of 
Anarchy in the Mining Districts. . — 


Holding That the Frightful Misdeeds of the Lawless 
Had Made Necessary the Move, They Ewplain to the 
United States Senate Subcommittee That They Went 
After the Outlaws as the Army Goes After Rebels. 


HARLESTON «(W. Va.) June 11. 
C —War times in the coal strike 
regions of West Virginia were 


described before the Senate Investi- 
gating Committee today. 

Two members of the Military Com- 
mission, which thrice has assumed ab- 
solute control over 150 square miles 
of West Virginia territory, testified 
this afternoon. They were Capt. 
Charies R. Morgan, a lawyer, and 
Maj. James I. Pratt, who was presi- 
dent of the second military -court 
which took charge of the strike dis- 
trict. Both told the committee that 
their proceedings were conducted 
without regard ta the civil laws of 
the State; that they arrested, ar- 
raigned, tried and convicted offenders 
in the strike zone without recourse to 
process of the civil courts, and they 
im posed sentenceg without regard to 
the limitations imposed by the statutes 
of West Virginia. 

ACTED AS IN WAR. 

“We considered the strike district 
was in a state of actua! warfare,” said 
Capt. Morgan, “and we acted accord- 
ing to the procedure of the United 
States army in time of war.’’ 

“But the Constitution of the State 
provides,” interjected Attorney Mon- 
nett, for the miners, “that the military 
Shall be subordinate to the civil 
power, and no citizen, unless engaged 
in military service of the State, shall 
be tried or punished in any military 
court for any offense that is cogniz- 
able by the civil courts of the State.” 

“My understanding was,’ replied 
Capt. Morgan, “that @uring the state 
of insurrection which prevailed the 
Constitution of the State eof West Vir- 
ginia had been sus ded by the acts 
of these men who e burning, kill- 
ing and destroying property.”

“There they come,” sounded from 
a thousand throats, but it proved to 
be only the lost operation of the me- 
chanical exhaust clearing the sub-.

At noon he wired to 
let him alome a little while as every- 
body wanted to rest a few minutes. 

After that messages were few and 
only sufficient to show that everything 
was still safe down below. One of 
the last messages he sent was a sub-

WHO CAGE 


Not vet 20 years of age, John M. 
Cage, inventor of the record-breaking 
submarine, today has every reason to 
be proud of his success In not only 
demonstrating that theorfes of ex- 
perts sometimes go awry, but in over- 
coming obstacles that would have dis- 
heartened the average man. 3 

For years he has been interested tn 
submarines, but it was not until two 
years ago that he felt he had ad- 
vanced far @nough to have a model 
of his ideas made. It was given trial 
trips down at Palboa and while many 
scoffed and made light of his pre- 
tensions, others were found who be- 
Heved in him and a company was 
formed to bulld a practical model of 
the invention. Work was berun on 
the seventy-five-foot vessel af the 
Craig plant, but differences of opinion 
between the builders and the inventor 
caused Cage to lease a plot of ground 
on Cerritos Slough, where he put up 
a shed and office and moving the un- 
finished veesel there, completed it ac- 
cording to his own ideas.

VESSEL LAUNCHED. 


On January 18 the completed vessel 
was launched, but cwing to the dark- 
ness when high tide occurred some of 
the valves were left open and the bal- 
last not being sufficiently secured, the 
boat tilted and water pouring in 
through the open hatchway, the ves- 
sel sank. It was recovered a week 
later and, after being thoroughly 
cleaned and overhauled, was ready 
for service.

the case was tried and decision is 
now in abeyance. The submarine was 
finally ready for the tests two wecks 
ago and since then the submarine has 
been daily undergoing them. Short 
submergence tests were made and 
many of the prominent men and 
women of the city have been passen- 
gers in short submergence trials. Yes- 
terday the final extreme submergence 
test was undertaken te beat the rec- 
ord made by the submarine Octopus 
at Narragansett in 1907, when the 
vessel, secured with cable chains 
ready to lift the boat at a moment's 
warning, remained under water twen- 
ty-four hours. The Cage vesse! has not 
only equalled that, but eclipsed it by 
twelve hours, which could have been 
extended for a week or more, says the 
inventor. 


THE BOAT DESCRIBED. 


The Cage boat, which is but a 
demonstrating model, is a_ cigar- 
shaped craft seventy-five feet long, 
seven and a half feet beam and 
weighs seventy-six tons. The prope!l- 
lers are placed in front instead of at 
the stern, pulling instead of pushing, 
when under power. This innovation 
eliminates the tendency common in 
-submarines when in operation to point 
their nose to the bottom. Another new 
feature in the craft is the presenee 
of gasoline engines instead of storage 
battery engines, which Cage alleges 
are dangerous because they are liable 
to be affected by salt water. Experts 
with whom Cage consulted all op- 
posed the installation of gas engines, 
saying they could not be operated un- 
der water and that the fumes would 
make the vessel untenable with closed 
hatches. Cage, however, persisted in 
his idea, and installed two 110-horse- 
power engines and to counteract the 
fumes devised a mechanical exhaust 
which expels the foul air into the 
water instead of at the surface, and 
made possible the perfect ventilation 
of the submarine with a moment's 
running of the engines. During the 
continued submergence the exhaust 
was brought into play every § three 
hours and in a minute's time the viti- 
ated air was forced out and com- 
pressed air from the supply tanks in- 
troduced. Cage says his vessels will 
have a speed capacity of 18 knots an 
hour. 


OTHER TESTS. 


As soon as the men engaged in the 
last test have recovered from their 
fatigue, Mr. Cage will proceed with his 
further tests, which include demon- 
strations of speed on the surface, fa- 
cility in maneuvering and then speed 
submerged. These tests will probablv 
be given in the open water in front of 
the city. 

Already requests are being received 
from beach citieg for the services of 
the submarine for exhibitions in July.

gation of the Poulsen system, con- 
trolied .by the Federal company and 
which has been adopted by the United 
States. 

Mr. Thompson is stopping at the 
Belmont Hotei. He has just received 
messages from his associates in San 
Francisco telling of the remarkable 


results of riments and demonsatra- 
tions whi ve just been made. 
The Federal Company has recent- 


ly finished a new station near San 
Francisco, the largest in the world: 
the towers are 606 feet high. The 
completion of this station has made 
it possible for the successful experi- 
ments which have just con- 
cluded. For several months past the 
Federal Telegraph Company has been 
Gelivering and receiving messages be- 
tween San Francisco and Los Angeles 
at the rate of 100 words a minute. 

Mr. Thompson says: “I have just 
received word from my associates 
on the coast that tests were made 
last —Tvesday by means of a new in- 
vention controlled by the Fed- 
erals Company during which 


stations at an average speed of 5670 
words a minute. We have one record 
of 652 words received in sixty-six 
seconds. This was timed by ea stop 
watch. At these tésts there were 
present a number of scientists and 
technical experts of loval telegraph 
and telephone companies. I am con- 
fident that with this new device it is 
probable we will be able to handle 
easily 35,000 words en hour. 

“We have also been able to work 
from the new tower in San Francisco 
with Honolulu the full twenty-four 
hours. For six months we have 
been sending from San Francisco to 
Honolulu a regular nightly press re- 
port furnished by the Publishers’ 
Press of 2500 words nightly. When it 
is considered that previous to the 
Federal's operation between San Fran- 
cisco and Honolulu the newspaper re- 
port sent from America to the islands 
was not more than fifty or 100 words 
a night, it can be seen that wonderful 
advances in communication have been 
made. 

“With the new tower we are in 
communication with Hawall now, not 
only at night. but in the day time, 
and despite the fact that when the 
test was made, severe static disturb- 
ances existed at Honolulu, there was 
no interruption in the service, the 


all wave lengths and under all con- 
ditions. The remarkable feat in con- 
nection with the Honolulu service was 
that it only required us to use the 
wonderfully low power of 45 kilo- 
watts.” 

Mr. Thompeon naturally feels much 
gratification over the records which 
have been made both between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles to the 
work of the new speed tra itter 
and receiver, and also the fact that 
twenty-four-communication had been 
established between the Pacific Coast 
and Honolulu more than-—2500 miles.

He identified photographs 
of a sheet-iron fort bullt by mine 
gvards at Mucklow and told of the 
eapture of hundreds of “man killing” 
guns, many of them “hidden out” in 
hollow trees and mountain caves after 
the militia took charge of the strike 
district. 

Trains held up, mine tipples burned, 
pitched battles between mine guards 
and miners, were all detailed by Gen. 
Elitott, who said that all of these af- 
faire were reported to him. He de» 
tailed a general engagement at Muck- 
low, Holly Grove, on Paint Creek, and

Ellicott gave the committee 
documents showing the operations of 
the military, which took charge of 
the strike district during the first 
martial law period and showing the 
disposition made of prisoners, 

BORAH IN CHARGE. 

Senator Borah had charge of the 
inquiry, under that section ot the 
Senate resolution directing a “probe 
of the charge that “citizens had been 
deprived of their rights under the 
Constitution.” 

The military officers, who were con- 
¢erned with the proclamation of 
martial law in the strike district and 
with the administration of affairs un- 
der martial law, whom the committee 
summoned. yesterday were the first 
witnesses to be called today. 

Their records were needed to make

Pennsylvania Railroad wil] offer to 
exchange its holdings of Baltimore 
and Ohio and Norfolk and Western 
Stocks, now held in its treasury, for 
a block of Southern Pacific, which 
must be disposed of, the basis of ex- 
change being arranged by negotia- 
itons. Among the securities in the 
treasury of the Pennsylvania are the 
following: 

Baltimore and Ohio common, $5,- 
725,000; Baltimore and Ohio pre- 
ferred, $14,273,000; Norfolk and 
Western common, $37,272,900: Nor- 
folk and Western preferred, $5,820,- 
000; total par value, $63,090,900. 

The foregoing total is almost exact- 


Hy one-half of the amount of South- 


ern Pacific stock, which the court has 
decided must be sold by the Union 
Pacific on or before July next. The 
Union Pacific already owns $32,224,- 
200 Baltimore and Ohio common, and 
$7,206,000 preferred, so that by the 
acquisition of Pennsylvania's holding 
of Baltimore and Ohio, it would be 
merely adding to its investments in 
eastern roads. ere has never been 
any suggestion that Union Pacific's 
holding of eastern railroad stock, in- 
cluding also nearly $18,000,000 New 
York Central, violated the anti- 
trust law. The territory traversed by 
the respective roads is not competi- 
tive, hence joint ownership of stocks 
has not raised the question of re- 
straint of trade. On the other hand, 
there has been some talk since the 
Supreme Court’s decision in the Har- 
riman case, as to how the Department 
of Justice might view Pennsylvania's 
holdings of Baltimore and Ohio and 
Norfolk and Western, because the 
gy roads are more or less com peti- 
ve. 

If the suggested exchanges were 
made, all doubt on this point would 
be removed and possibly expensive 
litigation at some future date would 
be averted. At the same time, Penn- 
sylvania would be acquiring a west- 
ern link in what might eventually be- 
come an ocean-to-ocean system, and 
the Union Pacific would be strength- 
ening its eastern link in the same 
kind of a_ through transcontinental 
line. The Pennsylvania road is so 
strong in its treasury assets that it is 
suggested it might use some of those 
assets and take over the entire $126,- 
600,000 Southern Pacific stock await- 
ing to be disposed of. 


UNPLEDGED SECURITIES. 


In its last annual report, the Penn- 
sylvania reported a total of $443,909,- 
154 stocks and bonds in its treasury, 
of which only $68,297,550 had been 
used as collateral for loans, leaving 
more than $375,000,000 unpledged se- 
curities in its treasury. 

The information received today by 
a local banker did not suggest that 
the plan under contemplation in- 
cluded more an exchange of Balti- 
more and Ohio and Norfolk and 
Western for a like amount of Southern 
Pacific, but the intimation was made 
that another con-competitive system 
would likely be a buyer, and that in 
any event, there would be a com- 
paratively small amount of Southern 
Pacific come upon the open market. 

It is well known that the late E. H. 
Harriman planned an ocean-to-ocean 
system, and with this in view, Union 
Pacific became an investor in the 
stocks of New York Central, Erie and 
Baltimore and Ohio. His untimely 
death, and the suit for dissolving the 
merger of the Union-Southern Pacific 
checked the consummation of the 
plan. 

Alexander J. Cassatt, when presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania, was credited 
with a similar ambition, and at one 
time it was popularly supposed that 
at Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
would become the western link in a 
great transcontinental systef, joining 
the Pennsylvania at Chicago. The 
unsettlement in the financial situation 
dates from the Supreme Court decision 
against the Harriman merger, and 
the solution of the problem in the 
manner suggested would allay fears 
in railway circles and at the same 
time relieve the neceasity of providing 
a huge sum to carry out other sug-

ACCIDENT ON STEAM BARGE 


BLOWS BOAT TO PIECES. 


Two More Are Expected to Dic as 

Result ‘of Bilow-out on Racine 

Vessel Which Immediately Catches 

Fire—Twenty-five Stevedores Have 

a Narrow Escape.

RACINE (Wis.) June 11.—The ex- 
plosion of the boilers on the steam 
barge E. M. Peck in the harbor here 


today probably will cost seven lives. 
The chief engineer, W. E. Andrews, of 


Huron, O., and three firemen, are 
dead, and the second engineer, B. J. 
H. Schwensen, of Sandusky, O., is 
missing and is believed to have been 
drowned. — 

A watchman and the man at the 
wheel are expected to die. 

The E. M. Peck ‘had cast off her 
moorings and was proceeding up the 
harbor to another dock when the ex- 
plosion occurred. The steel! sides of 
the vessel were almost torn to pieces 
above the water line. Fire broke out 
immediately and tonight the vessel is 
a charred hulk. Capt. Legan of the 
FE. M. Peck was ashore at the time 
of the cataatrophe. 

Many rumors are current tonight 
as to the cause of the explosion, but 
the definite Gause has not been deter- 
mined. 

Capt. H. M. Hyttle was knocked 
into the river from the bridge of his 
tug, which was some distance from 


the Peck, by a fiying splinter. 

Twenty-five stevedores had left the 
vessel but a few minutes before the 
explosion.

asin Cuba and other producing coun- 
tries, but the difference in freight 
makes competition, without protection, 


ruinous. 

200,000 acres are under 
cultivation, he says, and the crop last 
year sold for $50,000,000. “Many of 
the plantations haven't begun to pay 
yet and any reduction in tariff would 
involve them in financial difficulties,’ 
he said. “Te remove all the tariff 
would wipe out even the strongest and 
most properous growers. ; 

“Sugar is the principal industry of 
the islands. We raise coffee, tobacco 
and a little cotton, but these crops 
are small in value compared to sugar. 
he seid. “To remove all the tariff 
is taken off all the American planters 
will have to go out of business and 
the islands industrially will pass into 
the hands of the Japanese. 

“Our trade with the States naturally 
depends upon the volume of our sugar 
business. We are buying $28,000,000 
worth of machinery, oil, dry goods, 
etc., annually. If our sugar business 
is destroyed these importations will 
have to cease. Of the three steamship 
companies operating between Hono- 
lulu and the Pacific Coast, two depend 
almost entirely on sugar freights. 
Without the sugar business they may 
not be able to survive.” 

Wadman says that Royal D. Mead’s 
work in Washington and elsewhere 
on behalf of the Hawaiian sugar in- 
dustry is legitimate and proper. Hav- 
ing no representative in Congress with 
voting power the planters. have not 
hesitated, he says, to take necessary 
steps to present their views of the pro- 
posed tariff changes to members in 
Congress. 

He says that Mead'’s statement to 
the Benate Lobby Committee today 
that most of the money raised by the 
planters has been spent in establish- 
ing experiment stations and procur- 
ing laborers is absoliitely true. Ac- 
cording to Wadman the Hawalians be.

STRANGER TRAFFICKS FURNI- 
TURE NOT HIS, CHARGE. 


Lee Homstead Being Dismantied 
When Owner Finds Appointments 
Were Sold to Second-hand Dealer. 
Rare Bric-a-brac Handled Like 
Junk When Arrest Is Made. 


Rare old furniture and appointments 
that have made the Bradner W. Lee 
homestead, No. 1105 South Hiope 


street, a historic private showplace for 
years, narrowly escaped being dis- 
posed of as junk in a lump yesterday 
through the audacious transaction of 
an unidentified man. Few houses in 
Los Angeles «:@iained more treasures 
of desirable off bric-a-brac and rare 
woods than the Lee place. Recently 
it has been vacant while Lee went to 
live at No. 690 Berendo street. 
Yesterday morning, Bradner W. Lee, 


Jr., was in the neighborhood of the 


old manigon when he decided to in- 
Spect the unoccupied property to see 


if all were well. When within a few 


hundred feet he noticed the wagon of 
a wrecking concern in front, and from 
within the historic walls issued the 
ripping and tearing clatter of a dis- 
mantling crew. 

Ten men from the Whiting Wreck- 
ing Company were at work tearing up 
everything of value they could find 
when Lee, Jr., walked into this birth- 
place. Old. mahogany mantels, almost 
worth their weight in gold, were 
strewn over the floor in convenient 
Piles. A marble fireplace without a 
flaw was torn loose from its wall loca- 
tion where it had stood for more than 
half a century. 

“What's this?” exclaimed Lee, Jr. 

“Pretty good stuff, eh?” and one 
of the workmen winked at the as- 
tonished son of the owner in apprecia- 
tion of the rare bargain. 

They had paid but $25 for all the 
furnishing and appointments except 
the furniture, the sale having been 
made by a young man representing 
himself as A. M. Kennedy, using for 
the alias the name of a man formerly 
prominent in the film manufacturing 
business in Hollywood. 

Before the wrecking company had 
been engaged, all the furniture and 
hangings, including wall decorations of 
all kinds, had been sold in a lump te 
W. O. Trask of the Los Angeles Fur- 
niture & Auction Company for $7. 
The well-dressed young man had 
called on Trask, described the desir- 
ability of the furniture he had on 
hand, and over a luncheon for whidh 
the young man paid, the deal was 
made and the address of the Lee mam 
sion given. 

The furniture and auction company 
consumed several days in removing 
their choice property, and then the 
wrecking company was invited in to 
take the remainder. 

Lee, Jr., by inquiries from tne 
wrecking crew, located the furniture 
and received a description of the man 
who had made the bold bargain. He 
was expected to return to the house 
later in the day. When young Lee 
returned with Patrolman Elsner the 
young man came strolling up the 
street swinging a stick, walked into 
the house casually and inspected the 
demolition. He jested with the men, 
remarking that they were getting some 
pretty fine “stuff” for their money. 
Then he was arrested. 

The unidentified man would make 
no confession to detectives, and his 
work stands without a parallel for 
its

It was a 
prayer in song. 

“My Jesus I Love Thee” Dapp had 
died singing.

The witness declared that the great 
deposit of iron ore involved is really 
owned by the Southern Pacific Ralil- 
road. The property had been pur- 
chased, he sald, for $1,100,000. He 
further testified that, if President 
Harriman had lived, it was the inten- 
tion to erect a great steel mill, either 
in Los Angeles or some contiguous 
point. 

The testimony is etill in progress 
and will continue during the month. 
It is contended by the Iron Chief 
Company that, so far as the expendi- 
ture of the proper amount of money 
on each claim is concerned, the requi- 
site sum has been paid out by the 
company and that if the work was not 
done the fault doeg not Iie with them.

Southern 
California. They left yesterday for 
San Diego, where they will remain for 
a few weeks. 

In her girlhood Miss Rudesill was 
a member of the same church in 
Newcastle which Dr. Cook attended. 
When she left Pennsylvania to go to 
Brooklyn she became a member of a 
Sunday-school class taught by Mrs. 
Ira D. Sankey. Her sweet voice and 
beautiful character at once attracted 
Mrs. Sankey and her husband, noted 
evangelist and singer. At their sug- 
gestion Miss Rudesill decided to enter 
the evangelistic field and was associ- 
ated with them almost constantly for 
twenty-seven years.

END BAIRDSTOWN WAR. 


Supervisors Ordain that No Home 

for Fallen Women Shall Be Built 

Near Residences. 

The Board of Supervisors passed an 
ordinance yesterday which forbids 
the erection of a rescue home for fal- 
len women within half a mile of a 
group of ten or more dwelling houses 
or of a schoolhouse. This ordinance, 
which was passed on its first reading, 
goes into effect after due publication. 

It prevents the erection of the res- 
cue home contemplated by the Naz- 
arenes at Bairdstown. The property 
owners there joined in a protest which 
was heard at the meeting of the 
board on Monday. Yesterday a large 
number of Bairdstown residents were 
present when the board passed the 
ordinance, which frees the suburb 
from the presence of a number of 
women of the white-slave class. 


FLOOD DAMAGE SUIT. 

Judge Wellborn and a jury in the 
United States District Court are hear- 
ing the action brought by the RBrad- 
bury Estate Company against the 
Santa Fe Railroad to recover damages 
in $14,990, alleged to be due from the 
flooding of land owned by the plaintiff 
near Monrovia. It is alleged that the 
railroad company built a bridge across 
the Santa Anita wash, on the Rancho 
Azusa de Duarte, which obstructed 
the flow of the water. 


MANY ARE DEPORTED. 

A Southern Pacific barred coach, 
loaded with undesirables picked up on 
the way from New York to San Fran- 
cisco, hesitated in this city yesterday 
long enough to take aboard two Chi- 
nese and one Jap, under departmental 
Geportation warrant. <A second Jap, 
Naco Gentaro, was billed for the trip, 
but a writ of habeas corpus in his 
behalf was sworn out and the hearing 
set for next Monday.

Rates on Water Meters. 


The city’s new ordinance fixing the 
rates that may be charged for the 
installation of water meters will go 
into effect the 24th inst. Complaints 
of excessive charges of some of the 
private water companies for such 
service caused the adoption of this 
ordinance. The schedule provides for 
the following rates for meters: For 
any half-inch water meter, $4; three- 
quarter-inch meter, $5; one-inch me- 
ter, $7; one and one-half-inch meter, 
$10; two-inch meter, $17; three-inch 
meter, $20. 

The rates established by this or- 
dinance for making water pipe con- 
nections are: One-half-inch pipe and 
connections, $9; three-quarter-inch, 
$12; one-inch, $15; one and one-half- 
inch, $25; two-inch, $35. The ordi- 
nance provides, however, that in grav- 
eled or oiled streets a sum equal to 
15 cents per square foot for the sur- 
face removed may be charged in addi- 
tion to these rates, and 25 cents per 
square foot for paved surfaces. Meters 
or services must be installed within 
fourteen days after application for 
same has been filed and the charge de- 
posited. Deposits for meters must be 
refunded to depositors, without inter- 
time after six months

WHAT IS “MINERAL” DAND? 


Testimony Taken in Large Oil Suit 


to Determine Popular Conception 
of the Term, 


The popular conception of the term 
“mineral” land wag the high spot in 


the hearing of the suit against the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
for the recovery of 6000 acres of al- 
leged oil land, located in the Elk Hills, 
before Special Commissioner Longley 
yesterday. In the absence of Charles 
R. Lewers, l.eretofore counsel for the 
railroad company, who was engaged 
in business elsewhere, the defendant 
corporation was represented by Jared 
How. 

The witnesses were C. CC. Lane, a 
mining engineer of this city. who has 
operated mining propositions all over 
the western country: J. F. Burns of 
this city, a well-known mining author- 
ity, an@ Jesse M. Hunter of Rivera, 
who came across the plains to Cali- 
fornia in 1847. 

The substance of their testimony 
was that in all their experience lands 
known or supposed to be mineral had 
reference to lands that contained gold, 
silver, lead, iron ore or some of the 
metals; that the term was never ap- 
plied to lands where oil was to be 
found. In a word, that the concep- 
tion of “mineral” land had nothing in 
common with petroleum producing 
sections, applying only to the metals. 

They had never heard of the Elk 
Hills being a territory where oll was 
to be had tn commercial quantities.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP? 
Rallroad Attorney Foresees Slump 
in Transportation Securities by Im- 
portant Decision. 

Jared How, an attorney who is here 
this week representing the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company in the Elk 
Hills suit, was also the attorney for 
seven railroads in the action against 
the Attorney-General and Railway 
Commission of Minnesota, enjoining 
the operation of a schedule of rates 
for passengers and freight that the 
railways considered confiscatory in 
that State, which was just decided by 
the United States Supreme Court in 
favor of the Minnesota officials. 

The hearing was begun May 239, 
1907, and the briefs filed in the United 
States Supreme Court In April of last 
year, so that the case was really be- 
fore the public more than six years 
before its adjudication. 

Speaking of the decision, How de- 
clared that it places the management 
of the railroads of the country in the 
hands of the politicians, and in his 
opinion means later on government 
ownership of the transportation lines. 
He thinks the drop in the quotations 
of railroad securities the result of the 
decision. 

“That case was hard fought and 
well prepared,” said How yesterday, 
“and I thought. that from our point 
of view, it was unassailable, but the 
Supreme Court has decided otherwise. 
It will have a disastrous effect on all 
railroad holdings, and {fs bound to be 
the subject of vexatious trouble in 
many ways. 

“The decision fortifies the strength 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion by giving that body authority to 
make rates where the States have not 
done so, or the situation seems to 
warrant. In Minnesota, under the de- 
cision, it will be necessary for the 
roads to refund thousands of dollars 
collected in freights under the pro- 
visions of a schedule made by the 
roads.” 


SEEK A RESERVOIR SITE. 


Water Board With William Mul- 
holland Drives Over San Pedro in 


Search of Spot to Build It. 

SAN PEDRO, June 11.—The mem- 
bers of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, generally known as the Water 
Board. accompanied by William Mul- 
holland, superintendent, inspected 
proposed sites for the new water res- 
ervoir here this morning accompanied 
by Clyde C. Johnston, A. Lonnquist 
and C. F. Waltite, a committee ap- 
pointed by the Chamber of Commerce 
to take up the question of the dedica- 
tion of the present site for a park. 

A trip in automobiles was taken 
along the contour bench northwest 
ef town over land owned by George 
H. Peck and the Harbor View Land 
Company. Both have offered free sites 
for a new reservoir. Mr. Mulholland 
frankly expressed an engineering pref- 
erence for a site near Point Firmin, 
which was also visited, so as to give 
better service by having the bulk of 
the consumption between the pump. 
ing plant and the supply. However, 
he said that as the board has about 
decided to waive the old rule not to 
go outside the city he said that he 
might recommend a site further east 
in view of the development and sub- 
division work on the north and west 
sides. 

No site will be considered higher 
than 240 feet for the main reservoir 
as a greater pressure would endanger 
standard plumbing lower down. An 
auxiliary reservoir will have to be pro- 
vided, however, higher up. The board 
will agree to park the sites and make 
them beautiful, but thinks that in 
view of the service to be given the 
sites ought to be donated. 
three acres will be required 
reservoir constructed with a capacity 
of 8,000,000 gallons. No site has been 
offered free on the south side of town. 

The old reservoir will not be 
abandoned for at least a year and in 
the meantime the Harbor View Land 
Company offers to beautify the prop- 
erty around it free of expense to the 
city provided the site is dedicated for 
a park when abandoned. 

MUST PAY FORFEIT. 


A penalty of $50 per day because of 
the failure of the Consolidated Lum- 
ber Company to deliver the lumber 
for the Water-street wharf at Wil- 
mington may cost that concern In the 
neighborhood of $1500 if the Board 
of Public Works decides to enforce 
the strict letter of the contract. Some 
of the planking has been here for 
several weeks, but the heavy timbers 
required first did not arrive until the 
steamer Falcon put into port. Yes- 
terday Capt. Schlage said he did not 
think he could discharge at the Wa- 
ter-street wharf because there is not 
water enough there. He has been dis- 
charging partial cargo at the Con- 
solidated wharf. 

NEW STATION. 

A party of Pacific Electric officials 
are here today in conference with the 
Chamber of Commerce relative to a 
new station for San Pedro. It Is the 
desire of the road to abandon the 
present station on Sixth street and run 
the cars as far south as the City Hall. 
While the plan has not been worked 
out in detail it ts proposed to build 
a depot at the foot of Wall street 
which connects Beacon and “Front 
streets north of the City Hall. This 
the company officials hope would sat- 
isfy the objections made to a station 
at Fifth street and compromise the 
demand for the Sixth-street station. 

There is considerable congestion on 
Sixth street on account of there be- 
ing but a single track, which would 
be relieved by a station at the foot 
of Wall street. Whether the company 
would build a station on a level with 
the foot of Wall street and run cars 
underneath or build the depot on a 
level with the tracks below will be 
explained to the chamber. 

When the plan was first proposed it 
was thought that the condemnation 
sults of the city would prevent a depot 
at the foot of Wall street. The plan 
to be proposed by Paul Shoup for the 
settlement of these sults may obviate 
this objection, however. 


WORK DELAYED.
